A great thinker who lead a very 
simple life died in Schenectady the 
other day. 
He recently offered

practical undeniable solution for the 
burdens of transportation. 
He knew 
nothing about politics, and not much 
about railroads and steam ships, but 
fye knew his book of science, and he 
frequently startled the country by his 
explanations of how' to apply the cag­ 
ed giant electricity, to cure the 
ills 
that he proved were economic and not 
political. 
“Railway 
m anagers 
are 
much like most of the rest 
of 
us,” 
said Dr. Steinmetz. 
They love their 
ruts. 
They found steam on the rail­ 
roads, knew it would work and were 
not sure about electricity; so why not 
keep on burning coal . . . Inasmuch as 
electricity is better and .cheaper, the 
change cannot be much longer delay­ 
ed. One big system need only to start 
to compel the others to follow.” 
Dr. Steinmetz observed that 
it is 
cheaper to ship electricity than coal, 
that it is the lost motion in industry 
that makes production expensive. He 
proved that invention is ahead of com­ 
merce, and reasoned that whatever is 
wasted anywhere is a burden upon 
the country. His economic law would 
harness all the great w ater powers, 
burn coal at the mouth of the mines, 
and transm it the power produced by 
w ater and coal by electrify to fac­ 
tories, railroads and industries. 
Fire 
by wire would speedily bring relief to 
wheat farm ers and industries th at are 
finding excessive freight rates their 
handicap in business, because the rail­ 
roads would 
OM* of carrying coal, 


and permits have been asked for w ater 
power rights in excess 
of 2,000,000 
horsepower. There is more than 65,- 
000,000 available water horsepower in 
the United States, and this comnared 
with 50,000,000 steam horsepower now 
in use show's what our rivers 
and 
stream s are capable of doing for hu­ 
manity. Congress has helped the econ­ 
omic law in getting to work by mak­ 
ing political law's that have been in­ 
strumental in starting a boom for the 
use of our natural water power re­ 
sources.

of less than one acre. 
The lucky in­ 
dividual who put down the first wrell 
got 2,000 barrels of oil a day. 
W ith­ 
in six months the surounding territory 
w'as “all w e l l s and his 
production 
dropped to 300 barrels a day. And still 
the ambitious seekers for oil continued 
to tap the poor stream of wealth that 
flowed beneath the surface until with­ 
in a year the initial production was 
only thirty-eight barrels a day. 
The 
spacing of wells is an economic prob­ 
lem governed by many factors, but one 
of the serious consequences of “town 
lot drilling” is that the decreased pro­ 
duction steadily drains all the divid­ 
ends out of the stock-holders engraved 
certificates. The Interior Department 
at Washington is advising that lessees 
of oil-well properties adopt a normal 
and reasonable drilling campaign in 
order that an economic balance may 
be found “whereby the cost of recov­ 
ery is not excessive with respect to the 
value of the oil recovered.” 


VETERANS*^ BUREAU SCANDAL 


N ew spaper headlines have been tel­ 
ling the news of the scandal in the 
Veterans 
Bureau 
at 
Washington. 
Charles E. Forbes, former director of 
the Bureau, has been accused of com­ 
mon forms of abuse of his powers in 
order to enrich himself at the expense 
of the public he was serving. Whether 
these charges will be sustained does 
not appear definitely at this writing. 
Regrettable as are the circumstances 
grounding this 
matter the 
public 
should find in the incident cause to re­ 
member that Forbes is the first head 
of a Government Bureau who has been 
charged 
with corruption in 
many 
years. 
So after all Government is 
clean and straight, even though there 
is a bad black spot on the record once 
in a decade.

government. 
Of almost equal 
importance, 
the 
board 
cites 
tile 
constantly 
rising i 
amount of property which has been 
rendered by various means exempt i 
from taxation, and the value of which, 
in round figures, is given us $54,000,- 
000,000 in 1022. 
Fifth ct National Wealth. 
“This stupendous sum,” says the re­ 
port, ‘‘represents slightly 
less than 
one-tifth of our national wealth, and is 
equal roughly to one-third of all prop- i 
erty assessed under the general prop­ 
erty tax which forms the bulwark*of 
state and local government finance.” 
Another aspect of the report is the 
statement that the board finds the 
American farmer paying more than 
his share of the nation's tax bill, as 
related to his income. 
The figures, 
says the report, “demonstrate very 
clearly that as related to income the 
farmer’s burden of taxation has been 
before the war and still is heavier than 
th at resting on the remaining econom­ 
ic classes.” 
How Taxes Grow. 
Summarizing 
the 
growth 
of 
the 
country tax bill, the report shows 
that the nation paid last year in taxes 
$7,061,000,000, compared with $8,363.- 
000,GOO id 1921 ; $2,194,000,000 In 1913, 
and $1,382,000,000 in 1903. 
On the other hand, taxes of state 
and local governments continued to 
mount, state 
taxes increased from 
$307,000,000 in 1913 to $846,000,000 in 
1922. 
Likewise local taxes rose from 
$1,219,000,000 in 1913 to $3,301,000,000 
lastly ear. 
This rising ratio of taxa­ 
tion to the national income is also 
shown by the statement that it was 
6.4 per cent in 1913, 12.1 per cent in 
1919, 16,7 per cent in 1921, and 12.1 per 
cent in 1922.

To keep cement moving from the mills 
to the many building jobs always under 
way, cement manufacturers require an 
astonishing quantity of sacks. 


This year the industry has consider­ 
ably more than 225,000,000 sacks. These 
represent enough cotton cloth to make 
a skirt for every woman and girl in the 
United States—126,000 miles of 30-inch 
fabric. Even a moderate sized mill which 
ships say 1,000,000 barrels a year must 
have 2,000,000 or so sacks. 


When a customer returns a sack he 
gets credit for it, if it is usable or repair­ 
able.
